Later, 
while (Atl ee Our new li- 
cense class, some of the club men- 
bers present expressed concern 
over the same thing. 

With the exception of arp, 
which isn’t suitable for most Nov- 
1ces, and CW-only, which has lig- 
ited appeal, the total minioum 
cost of putting a modest haw sta- 
tion on the air is about 
$400-500. This is true whether 
you buy a used SSB HF rig, or a 
new base/mobile VHF FM rig. This 
assumes reasonable output power, 
and starting fro scratch on ey- 
erything - antenna, feedline, fil- 
ters, key, etc. 

What I don’t understand is 
why is this so scary? Many peo- 
ple spend that kind of many on a 
stereo system, or a new camera 
and attachments, without guilt 
pangs. I know more than one per- 
Son who has spent more than that 
on a better pickup truck, just be- 
Cause he always wanted one. 

Most home computer systems 
cost more than $500 by the tine 
you buy a printer and some soft- 
ware. A good bicycle and the 
needed paraphernalia is that and 
more, same goes for a canoe. 

We won t even talk about mo- 
torcycles or snowmobiles! Have 
you priced scuba gear? And how 
much did you spend on Junior’s 
eae ap hae (which he hasn't 
touched in years)? The list 
could 3o on and on, but I hope 
I've made the point. 

I don’t think it’s fair that 
Amateur Radio gets singled out as 
an expensive endeavor. it's 8 
fact of life that most things 
that are worthwhile are expen- 
sive. Amateur Radio is just one 
Of many.

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By 1978, I had a few more cu- 
rious facts added to my file. 
These I will not tell now. By 
this time I got to know a Mike 
Keiser, lst Class Journeyman, at 
the Public Information Office 
Building G. He told we they had 
a locked file of letters regard- 
ing the “Experiment. I managed 
to make copies of those letters 
to add to the file of research. 
These, too, I will not include 
here. Another book came on the 
market written 4 Charles Ber- 
litz, who goes through a lot of 
documentation but no facts or con- 
clusive evidence. The book is ti- 
tled “The Philadelphia Experi- 
ment’. 

On a trip to New York city 
with a partner on research 
projects, Frank Burghart stopped 


in one of the New York bookstores 
and found a soft back nee 
“hidden” behind other books on an 
uppermost shelf. On reaching the 
first page, the book was lmaedi- 
ately purchased, it was an origi- 
nal copy of “Allende’s Papers”. 
You can be sure this 1s kept 
in a secure safe place. In one 
of Allende’s letters to Dr. 
Jessop, he states that on the 
night of October 23, after the ex- 
periment, several sailors stopped 
at the Stadium Bar at Broad and 
Snyder Ave., still there. After 
Sitting at the bar for an hour 
the sailors suddenly became rowdy 
and started fighting with other 
customers. In the midst of the 
melee, two sailors literally 
walked through the wall and disap- 


peared outside. The story was 
published the next day in one of 
the Phila. newspapers. This 


could not be found. At that time 
the newspapers were the Record, 
The Evening Bulletin, The Ledger, 
The Inquirer and the Daily News. 
Papers of October 23-24, 1943 
would be almost impossible to 
find, even on microfilm. It is 
however, a matter of record. The 
bartender at the time, had commit- 
ted suicide. Two waltresses were 
hospitalized with mental break- 
downs. 
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According to Allende, at the 
time of the experiment, a “Skele- 
ton” crew and some civilian tech- 
nicians were on board the ship. 
The event was described as fol 
lows: 

When the signal was given to 
conduct the experiment, the fore 
and aft lines were released. 
Only two power cables ran from 
Shore to the ship. A slow hua 
from the shipboard object, simi- 
lar to a large electric genera- 
tor, gradually rose to a is 
pitch and to an almost inaudible 
whine. 

Within several minutes, parts 
of the ship began to fade, then 
the hull, showing a depression in 
the water below, and in a few 
more minutes, it too, had van- 
ished, then reappearing some min- 
utes later. Some of the crew how- 
ever were completely dazed and 
disoriented and some only partly 
visible. Something had gone 
wrong. Incredible? Yes... How 
about a statement from one of the 
crew who was aboard, an officer 
who yolunteered to take part. 

They were trying to make a 
Ship invisible. It would have 
been perfect camouflage if it 
worked. And it did too, for the 
ship. But those of us on board, 
it didn’t work too well. He 
couldn’t stand the effects of the 
energy field they were using. It 
did things to us. 

"I should never have taken 
that assignment. It was top se- 
cret and I could have backed 
out. I was told later that sever- 
al had died. I never saw any of 
them again. Those that survived, 
they que let us go. Discharged 
as mentally unfit. 

That statement was taken by 
two Airforce officers at Colorado 
sora tgs who met the Naval offic- 
er at 4 War memorial monument at 
Colorado oats. The Airforce 
officers were James Davis of Bal- 
timore, Maryland, and Allen Huse 
of Houston, Texas.
